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CHILDREN’S 


The Fourth Annual Children’s Book Week 
will be held this year, November 12-18. Dur- 
ing this week schools, libraries, scout organi- 
zations, bookstores, women’s clubs, churches 
and other organizations will combine in an 
effort to foster the reading by children of the 
best books. A few suggestions for the cele- 
bration of the week in schools are as follows: 


1. Get from the local library, scout execu- 
tives and book dealers, announcements of spe- 
cial exhibits, story hours, children’s days, au- 
thor’s appearances, etc., that will take place 
during the week and make announcements in 
school. 

2. From the local public library, the state 
library commission or the American Library 
Association, 78 E. Washington Street, Chi- 
cago, get lists of books recommended for 
children’s reading and ownership. 


3. Devote an assembly hour during the 
week to a talk by some author or to a special 
book program. Have the boys and girls dis- 
cuss books they have read. 


4. Have the children write essays about 
their favorite books or book characters. Have 
the best essays read in the special assembly 
hour devoted to observance of children’s book 
week. 

5. In the English classes, have the chil- 
dren tell about their favorite characters in 
books read outside school. 


6. In geography and history classes devote 
a special period to telling about the books that 
will lend interest to study, i.e., stories about 
other countries, historical stories, books of 
travel, etc.

7. In the art classes, have the students 


design posters for local use by libraries, book 


stores, schools, etc. Have a book plate de- 
signing contest. 

8. In the manual training classes have 
bookcases made. Use the Thomas Bailey 


Aldrich bookcase design or some other simple 
(See St. Nicholas, November 1921.) 

9. Have a costume party, or play, with char- 
acters from books. Let the children help write 
a play with their favorite characters. Prizes 
of books could be given to the most successful 
costumes or representations. 

10. Get the parents interested by having the 
children report on books their fathers and 
mothers like best, and what books they liked 
when they were children. 

11. Talk over with the presidents of the 
local women’s clubs and parent-teachers asso- 
ciations their plans for Children’s Book-Week 
programs. The public library or state library 
commission will help plan programs and supply 
reference material.

12. Urge local moving picture theatres to 
show recommended children’s book films dur- 
ing the Week. 

Many of these plans can be adapted to the 
public library also. Posters, circulars, sugges- 
tions for displays, miniature posters and other 
needed supplies can be ordered frdm the Chil- 
dren’s Book Week Committee, 334 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City. A list of recent and 
forth coming articles on Children’s Book Week 
is given in the Library Journal for October 1. 
Many helpful suggestions are given also in the 
various library and book-trade journals of re- 
cent issue. 
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THE PUBLISHER’S CATALOG SUPPLEMENT 


Shall the publisher advertise in the Wilson 
publications, i.e., the Cumulative Book Index, 
the Readers’ Guide, Book Review Digest, etc? 
If he does, should not such advertising have 
a real reference value for the librarian as well 
as current reading value? 

It is the opinion of The H. W. Wilson Com- 
pany that it should, and in an endeavor to 
secure from the publisher advertising of the 
sort that would have a real reference value 
for the librarian, we have added a new depart- 
ment in our publications, The Publisher’s 
Catalog Supplement. The first issue will be 
found in the September numbers. 

The Publisher's Catalog Supplement is just 
what its name implies. In it the user of any 
of the six Wilson publications with which it 
is bound, should be able to find information 
needed to supplement the publisher's latest 
catalog, announcements of books published 
since the catalog was issued, announcements 
of new and forthcoming books, if possible, 
with prospective date of issue, notes of changes 
in price, etc. In addition to this bibliographic 
information we are asking the publishers to 
give descriptive matter or information that 
will have value to the bookseller in making 
sales, and to the librarian in selecting books 
or furnishing information to the public. This 
Publisher’s Catalog Supplement will be printed 
on tinted paper so that it may be easily dis- 
tinguished from the rest of the publication, 
and the lists will be arranged in alphabetic 
order by the name of the publisher. 

That publisher’s catalogs are useful may be 
assumed from the fact that publishers issue 
them regularly and that their frequent use 
makes it worthwhile to publish that most 
excellent collection of catalogs, “The Trade 
List Annual.” 

But if a collection of catalogs is useful, a 
collection of catalog supplements should be 
indispensible, because the information for the 
new books is much more needed than for the 
old. 

Of course the information for the new books 
is regularly “brought to the librarian by the 
publisher, each through his own unique form 
of folder, letter, broadside, and envelope 
stuffer, or through advertising in periodicals. 
But information presented in this way must 
depend for its success in getting across on 
catching the eye before it is passed to the 
waste basket. Even if these envelope stuffers, 


folders, letters and advertisments are pre- 
served it is difficult to file them in a manner 
that will make them available for instant use, 
without great difficulty and much expenditure 
of time and labor. In the Publisher’s Catalog 
Supplement, all this information can be pre- 
sented in one place, and will be convenient for 
use with the record of books itself as pre- 
sented in the Cumulative Book Index and the 
Book Review Digest especially. After the 
Cumulative Book Index has been consulted 
for information as to price, publisher, etc., re- 
garding a new book on any subject, it might 
easily prove very convenient and helpful t 
turn at once to the Catalog Supplement of 
that number and find some additional infor- 
mation about the book presented by the pub- 
lisher himself. 

The first number of the Publisher’s Catalog 
Supplement which appears in the September 
publications is only a sample of what we hope 
it will be after more of the publishers have 
been induced to consider the plan. The ar- 
rangement of future issues will be by pub- 
lisher and will we hope contain more of that 
information which will be most helpful to the 
users of the tools and consequently that wil! 
be most valuable to the publisher. 

We should like very much to know whether 
librarians think such a catalog would be useful 
or should be given a trial, and we welcome 
opinions regarding the following questions: 

Do you think the Publisher’s Catalog Sup- 
plement will be a useful added feature of our 
publications ? 

Do you think you would read the advertis- 
ing pages of the Publisher’s Catalog Supple- 
ment, as much as you do the book advertising 
in other periodicals? 

Would you in addition use this section for 
reference? 

Would the reading use or reference use be 
more important? 

How would the usefulness of the Publishers’ 
Catalog Supplement to you compare with 

(A) publishers’ current advertising matter 
mailed direct to you? 

(B) publishers’ advertising in literary and 
trade journals? 

A letter containing these questions regarding 
the P. C. S. was mailed to a number of 
librarians and booksellers, and to date a large 
number of replies have been received. The 
replies were very largely in favor of the P. C 
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S. and some enthusiastically so, few opposed 
the plan outright and a small number were 
non-committal. Of 136 replies received, 127 
said yes to question 1, 119 to question 2 and 
113 to 3; 96 thought the reference use of the 
P. C. S. would be more important, 84 would 
use it more than publishers’ advertising matter 
mailed direct and 66 would make more use of 
it than the publishers’ advertising matter in 
literary and trade periodicals. 

Mr. Charles H. Brown, library specialist of 
the Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Depart- 
ment wrote: 

“I want to express my appreciation of the 
new feature of the Book Review Digest, giving 
the forthcoming announcements with a definite 
date as to when publications may be expected. 
Both at Brooklyn and here we have felt a 
great need for this information. I hope the 
publishers will cooperate in this work and will 
make the list authentic. It is extremely an- 
noying to see a book announced for publication 
and upon ordering to be told it will not be 
published for a year. Some publishers have 
been very guilty in this respect.” 

Other comments received were: 

“The supplement will be of the greatest 
possible use if all representative publishers are 
included and accurate advance information is 
given.” 


“It might take the place of the large alpha- 
betic file of publisher’s material which we keep 
at present. It would certainly be more system- 
atically and easily available than this last.” 

“It would be much more useful than the pub- 
lishers’ advertising matter as it is much easiet 
to keep in file. There is not always time to 
look over literary and trade journals. Then 
they are filed away and are not at hand.” 

“It would not make as strong an appeal at 
the moment as the special advertising on the 
one who received the mail but would probably 
be seen by more members of the staff and 
the public who might request purchases.” 

“The disadvantage would be the possible de- 
lay as compared with matter mailed direct, or 
with advertising in the literary weeklies, etc. 
The big advantage would be in the massing of 
book advertising arranged alphabetically by 
publishers, and supplied in permanent form.” 

“Publishers usually send but one list which 
is sent to the stock room for the use of the 
stock clerk whereas the P. C. S. is for store 
and office use.” 

“Let us give it a trial.” 

“Yes, provided the number of publishers is 
increased so that the list will be complete and 
representative.”

Following our established custom we publish a condensed statement of the 
financial standing of the Company at the end of the fiscal year March 31, 1922. 

The stockholders of the Company have always received their stipulated divi- 
dend of seven per cent on the day due, since the organization of the Company 
twenty years ago. The dividend has always been considered as definite an obli- 
gation as interest on borrowed money. There has never been any distribution 
of profits and it will be noted that the surplus is less at this time than in 1916. 
This is due to increased expenses during the period of high prices. With the 
steady growth of the business and the steadily increasing subscription lists it is 
expected that a surplus will be accumulated in the next few years that will guar- 
antee the permanence of the work we are doing. 

The real estate and other property of the Company is carried on the books 
at cost and not at the present higher values. 

Adequate provision is made for depreciation of buildings, machinery and 
equipment according to best accounting practice. 

The item of reserves includes an amount sufficient to make refunds for all 
unexpired subscriptions in case publications should be discontinued. 

During the past fiscal year we incurred unusual expense connected with 
compiling, printing and delivering the following permanent cumulated volumes:

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THE REFERENCE SHELF 


This month The H. W. Wilson Company 
will issue the first number of a new periodical, 
Tue RererENce SHELF, which will be espe- 
cially useful to the reference librarian, stu- 
dents, debaters and club women. For some- 
time it has been a problem how to. meet all 
of the demands for material needed in a hurry, 
for special occasions, or for a limited time 
only. Also, how to make available to readers 
some of the debates, study outlines, bibliogra- 
phies and other good material to which we 
have access, but which it is hardly profitable 
to publish and sell as a special effort. 

THe ReFeRENCE SHELF, we hope, can be 
made to serve all these special purposes. In 
the Fall, when the demand for debating ma- 
terial is heavy, the numbers can be devoted to 
the subjects for which there is a considerable 
and immediate but ephemeral demand for ma- 
terial. Each number will be devoted to a 
single subject, and will contain either a re- 
production of an actual debate with briefs and 
bibliography or an abridged debaters’ hand- 
book, consisting of brief, bibliography and a 
list of selected articles. Study outlines can 
be included as they are available. Perhaps 
these can be published in the spring when they 
will be useful in making a selection during 
the summer for use in the following Fall 
Bibliographies can be published when con- 
venient. 

Each volume of THe REFERENCE SHELF will 
contain ten numbers and will cover approx- 
imately a year’s time. Where three or four 
subjects for debate are in demand several 
numbers may be published at close intervals. 
There may then be a gap before the next 
number is issued, but subscribers will be as- 
sured of at least ten issues to the volume. 

The first number, now in the press, contains 
the speeches in a high school debate on the 
subject of the Cancellation of the Allied Debt, 
accompanied by briefs, a bibliography, and the 
selected articles on the subject which were in 
the sixteen page pamphlet edited by Miss Julia 


E. Johnsen and published by The H. W-7 


Wilson Company last spring, plus one or two 
more recent articles. It is believed that this 
pamphlet will be helpful to all schools who 
are debating the question of the Cancellation 
of the Allied Debt and will be also useful to 
the reference librarian in helping those who 
are asking for material on the subject. The 
St. Lawrence River Ship Canal and the Kansas 


Court of Industrial Relations are already de- 
cided upon and editorial work is in progress. 
For Study Outlines, China and Japan, and a 
revised edition of Questions of the Hour are 
also in preparation. These will be issued 
within the next three months. Other numbers 
will be announced as rapidly as plans can be 
made. 

The issues will average about 80 pages 
and can be filed all in one place, like a period- 
ical, or each separate issue in its chass like a 
pamphlet. 

By offering THe RerereNce SHELF on a 
subscription basis, many of the manufacturing 
and selling difficulties which formerly made it 
impracticable to issue these pamphlets gener- 
ously, will be obviated, and subscribers will 
have the greater convenience of having num- 
bers sent to them as published without pre- 
vious announcement and without the annoy- 
ance of having to order the separate items. 
The subscription price per volume of ten 
issues will be $4.50. Single copies of the 
separate issues may be had at 75c each for 
numbers averaging 80 pages; prices may vary 
on very large or very small numbers. Those 
wishing a number of copies of any one issue 
may secure them at a discount of one-third 
for ten or more. 


In the selection of material for the various 
numbers, an effort will be made to meet the 
demands for material as they occur and to 
publish the material when it is most needed 
especially where the demand is considerable. 
Subscriptions will now be received, and the 
publishers will appreciate it also if subscrib- 
ers will acquaint them with their needs and de- 
sires and will also call the attention of the 
publishers to any good available material for 
publication.

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A SERIES OF READING LISTS 


For years librarians have discussed the ad- 
vantages of cooperative lists, and the number 
available in certain lines has steadily in- 
creased. In the field of new books, children’s 
books, and, to some extent, in that of lists for 
study, the American Library Association and 
other agencies are making the advantages ot 
such lists evident. 

In the field of adult fiction and the more 
popular non-fiction, however, libraries who 
wish to distribute lists to their readers must 
in the main produce their own. Those so 
produced are often most attractive, and rep- 
resent hours of careful work in selection. 
But few libraries can afford to print annota- 
tions, which add greatly to the usefulness of 
a list; and the lists are seldom kept in print 
for long. Sporadic efforts to make them 
available to other libraries, at the time of 
printing, have usually met with little success 
because of practical difficulties. 

No single library can afford to compile and 
print the wide variety of lists that would really 
give the public the guidance they seek and 
welcome in their general reading. Yet such 
printed guidance would admirably supplement 
the advice of librarian or assistant, often hur- 
ried, and being mortal, with necessarily a 
limited knowledge of the whole range of books. 

The whole situation means loss of oppor- 
tunity to help the public find good books that 
they would enjoy, because no one library can 
produce all the lists it could profitably use. 
It also means duplication of work and print- 
ing expense in the lists that are produced. 

During the coming winter, librarians will 
have an opportunity to support an effort to 
meet this need. Miss Zaidee Brown, formerly 
in state commission work in New York and 
Massachusetts, and now librarian of Long 
Beach, Cal. has taken a year’s leave of ab- 
sence and is preparing a series of popular 
annotated lists, to include both fiction and 
non-fiction. They will cover the lines of 
‘interest and demand that recur in all city 
libraries,—such as cheerful books, books for 
young girls, books ‘of adventure, interesting 
biography and travel, books to read aloud, 
books for parents, etc. The lists will be 
printed by the H. W. Wilson Company. It is 
obvious that through the economy of quantity 
production libraries will save both in salary 
cost of compilation and in printing. 


To avoid one objection to lists not made 
in the home library, all books included will 
be in print and sufficiently well recommended 
for a library to buy them if not already on 
its shelves. As a matter of fact, the medium- 
and large-sized libraries, for whom the service 
is specially intended, would have most of the 
books already. 

To avoid duplicating any work of the 
American Library Association through its 
Publication Board, Miss Brown outlined her 
plan last December to the Secretary, Mr. 
Milam, suggesting that by letting each other 
know in advance of lists to be compiled, both 
parties would avoid duplication. Mr. Milam 
presented the matter to the Board, and they 
passed a resolution authorizing such cooper- 
ation. The field of possible lists is so wide 
that there is profitable work for all. 

The selection and notes will be based on a 
careful study of selected lists already avail- 
able, on the opinions of authoritative critics, 
and on consultation with experienced libra- 
It is obvious that it will be possible 
to give more time and care to the prepara- 
tion of a list when it is not compiled, as is 
so often the case in libraries, in the intervals 
of other pressing work. 

If the series when printed meets with suffi- 
cient encouragement, the plan is to print an- 
nually new editions, brought up to date. It is 
possible that the service may be placed on a 
subscription basis, each library paying an an- 
nual fee and receiving as many thousands of 
each list as will supply its public for a year. 
Such a plan would save much time and ex- 
pense in book-keeping and orders. A circular 
giving details and sample lists will be sent out 
later. 

Miss Brown will welcome suggestions of 
lists that are needed, or of good titles to in- 
clude. She will be especially grateful for 
copies of lists for popular reading already 
compiled by individual libraries. Many such 
exist, and represent careful selection and wide 
knowledge of books. Could they be made 
available to the compiler of this series for 
general use, they would add to its value and 
thus enlarge their usefulness.

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NEW PERIODICALS 


It is always the aim of The H. W. Wilson 
Company to increase its periodical indexing 
service as rapidly as subscribers desire and 
as support can be found for the increased 
service. Recent requests for additional maga- 
zines to be included in the indexes, have indi- 
cated that a considerable increase in the num- 
ber of periodicals, especially foreign period- 
icals, covered by the International Index, 
would be desirable, and, accordingly, during 
the summer, a questionnaire containing a list 
of over 200 periodicals suggested for indexing, 
was submitted to all subscribers. That the 
belief of the publishers was justified would 
seem to be proved by the unusually large 
number of replies to this questionnaire that 
have been received. The publishers are ac- 
customed to be satisfied with a return of 
20 per cent. In the case of this questionnaire 
there is a return now of over 50 per cent and 
the replies are still coming. 

On the basis of the replies already received, 
a tentative selection of about 80 periodicals 
has been made of which over 50 are published 
in some other country other than the United 
States. It is not possible yet to announce the 
entire list as arrangements are not yet com- 
pleted, but the following have been definitely 
decided upon, and will be indexed beginning 
with January 1923:

of periodicals in the New York Public Li- 
brary 

While it has, not been possible to increase 
very materially the list of periodicals indexed 
in the Readers’ Guide and the Industrial Arts 
Index, a number of changes in the publica- 
tions already included have left several vacant 
places to be filled. Brief questionnaires were 
sent to subscribers to both the Readers’ Guide 
and the Industrial Arts Index, asking them to 
vote on periodicals to fill these vacant places. 
As a result of this questionnaire the following 
additions will be made: 

In the case of the Readers’ Guide the Amer- 
ican Journal of Public Health and Drama will 
be transferred to the Readers’ Guide from the 
International Index. Five new periodicals 
will be added: Journal of the National Edu- 
cation Association, School Arts Magazine, 
The Literary Review of the New York 
Evening Post, The Congressional Digest and 
Radio Broadcast. The indexing of these 
magazines will begin with January 1923. The 
next highest number of votes was cast in 
favor of the Freeman which will be indexed 
in case any of the magazines now on the list 
cease publication. There have been some re- 
quests that the Readers’ Guide index Foreign 
Relations. As this is a successor to the Jour- 
nal of Race Development, now in the Inter- 
national Index, it will continue to be indexed 
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in the International Index for a time, and 
will be transferred to the Guide if there is 
sufficient demand for it at a later time. 

There has been a request made also that the 
American Magazine of Art, which is now in- 
dexed in the International Index to Periodicals, 
be transferred to the Readers’ Guide. If a 
sufficient number of libraries desire it and in- 
form the publishers to that effect,.the maga- 
zine will be transferred as requested. As it 
would be well to make the transfer with the 
first of the year if done at all, an expression 
of opinion at an early date will be appreciated. 

Beginning with January 1923 the following 
periodicals will be added to the Industrial 
Arts Index: Chemical Age (London), Na- 
tional Safety News, Professional Engineer, 
Filing, Office Management, Management Engi- 
neering; possibly also the American Dyestuff 
Reporter and the Journal of the Society of 
Chemical Industry. An analysis of the period- 


icals indexed in the Industrial Arts Index 
shows a steady increase in the amount of in- 
dexing done, and some little change in the 
list of periodicals. Since January 1921, at 
the time the last checklist was issued, four- 
teen periodicals have ceased publication or for 
some other good reason have dropped from 
the list, and by January 1923, 22 other period- 
icals will have been added. During this 
period also, generally speaking, the character 
of the magazines indexed has improved and 
the amount of indexing has increased, so that 
any indexing for which subscribers were 
charged in January 1921 and which it has not 
been possible to supply by reason of the dis- 
continuance of the magazines has been more 
than compensated for by the new magazines 
added and by the improved character of many 
of the magazines already indexed. No in- 
creased charge will be asked for this service 
during 1923. 


BOOK PRICES AND COSTS 


There has been considerable discussion of 
late relative to the prices publishers are charg- 
ing for their books. The implication seems to 
be that prices are unreasonable in many cases 
and that reductions are in order. At the same 
time, publishers point out that costs are still 
twice what they were before the war, and that 
at no time has the increase in costs of books 
been so great as increases in many other lines 
of merchandise, particularly in the case of 
clothing and food. 

Meanwhile, The H. W. Wilson Company has 
made the discovery, in reference to its own 
books at least, that in many cases the in- 
creases in cost have been accompanied by 
corresponding increases in the amount and 
value of the material given, so that the actual 
percentage of increase is very low. Take the 
Debaters’ Handbooks as an example. In 1914, 
the Debaters’ Handbook Series included 22 
volumes with an average of 205 pages each, 
and sold at $1 each. At present, the Series 
contains 28 volumes, averaging 270 pages each, 
‘ prices ranging from $1.25 to $2.25. In 10914, 
206 pages were delivered for $1, in 1922 200 
pages are delivered for $1, making the max- 
imum increase in cost only 3 per cent in spite 
of the fact that the actual increase in cost 
of labor and material is easily 100 per cent. 
An analysis of the last six volumes published 
in the Handbook Series shows an average of 


375 pages to the volume with the cost ranging 
from $1.80 to $2.40. In the case of these six 
volumes, 172 pages are delivered for $1, mak- 
ing an increase in cost 20 per cent, only one- 
fifth more than costs were in 1914. Mean- 
while, the cost of labor has not decreased and 
printers are even now asking another $10 a 
week increase in pay. While book-making 
materials have gone down to a point twice 
the pre-war level, with the new tariff, the price 
of paper is already beginning to stiffen and it 
seems quite certain that costs of materials 
of all kinds will be upward rather than down- 
ward for some time. 

The Abridged Debaters’ Handbook Series 
in 1914 contained seven titles, sold at 25c each 
with an average of 45 pages each. At the 
present there are seven volumes in the series 
averaging 54 pages each, sold at prices rang- 
ing from 25c to 75c. In 1914, 182 pages were 
delivered for $1. In 1922 184 pages are de- 
livered for $1 making an actual increase in 
the amount of material given for the same 
price. The three most recent volumes in the 
series, the only ones to be sold at an advance 
over the original price of 25c, average 94 
pages each and are sold at the rate of 200 
pages for $1, a still greater increase in the 
amount of the material given for the price, 
representing an actual decrease of 10 per cent 
in cost.

This book is an important addition to the 
Modern Executive’s Library Series and con- 


tains a collection of material on the applica- 
tion of psychology to industry. Discrimina- 
tion has been made in the selection of the 


best material from many authoritative sources 
with the hope that this collection may aid in 
making business men acquainted with the more 
practical parts of such literature. The book 
contains chapters on Executive management 
and the mind of the worker; Satisfied in- 
stincts, the basis of industrial efficiency; Psy- 
chological problems under self-assertive man-

find very useful. 

A selected bibliography has been prepared 
with divisions corresponding to the chapters 
of the book.

This volume is the second three-year cumu- 
lation of the Agricultural Index and covers 
the years 1919, 1920 and 1921, therefore sup- 
planting annuals for 1920 and 1921. Accord- 
ing to the regular plan of publishing, this 
volume is published instead of the annual vol- 
ume for 192I. 

It contains 200 more pages than the first 
cumulated volume of the Agricultural Index. 
There are now 128 agricultural periodicals in- 
dexed regularly. Seventy-eight journals were 
included at the end of the first three-year 
period. In 1920, twenty-two periodicals were 
added and in 1921 twenty-eight more. Infor- 
mation regarding the volume numbers of 
journals indexed and inclusive years covered, 
has been added in the “List of Periodicals.” 

A complete list of the regular bulletin and 
pamphlet material indexed in this volume is 
included in the lists of experiment, depart- 
ment and. extension literature. The “occasional 
material” indexed for three years is listed in 
the Checklist. Agricultural books were in- 
cluded for the first time in 1921. They are 
listed in the main alphabet under subject, by 
author followed by title. This difference in 
the form of entry distinguishes them from the 
regular periodical references. A department 
for critical reviews for a selected list of agri- 
cultural books was also begun in 1921. The 
reviews included for the year are cumulated 
in one alphabet in this volume.

Catalog is exhausted, although The Wilson 
Company can still supply the 1000 and 2000 
title editions. A completely new edition of the 
Children’s Catalog, will be published in a year 
or so. This will be down to date. 


The Standard Catalog Bimonthly completed 
its first year with an annual cumulation in July. 
Over 400 titles were included in this first an- 
nual of 1921 and 1922 books.

For the Handbook Series, a new edition of 
Lamar T. Beman’s “Closed Shop” is now in 
the press. This has been revised, the bibli- 

graphy has been brought down to date and 
new material has been added to the extent 
of nearly a hundred pages. The price of the 
volume will be $2.00. Other additions are: 


Selected Articles on Municipal Government, 
by Lamar T. Beman. This volume willcover 
Municipal home rule, Commission plan of city 
government and the City manager plan as 
well as the general problems of municipal gov- 
ernment.

The Appendix containing lists of de- 
batable subjects with collections of material 
has been thoroughly revised. With this print- 
ing the volume is transferred from the De- 
baters’ Handbook Series to the Handbook 
Series. 


A series of collections of poetry for use 
in the celebration of holidays is planned for 
publication by a Committee of the Carnegie 
Library School Association. Manuscript for 
the first pamphlet in the series, “Christmas 
in Poetry” has been received for publication. 
It contains some thirty carols and poems, 
representing a wide field in the selection, all 
of which have been found useful by teachers 
and librarians in supplying material for 
Christmas use. Other pamphlets are in prep- 
aration for Christmas, as well as for Thanks- 
giving, Lincoln’s’ Birthday, Washington's 
Birthday and Memorial Day. One useful 
feature of these pamphlets is that poems will 
be printed on one side of the page only. This 
will makeit possible, by cutting up the pamph- 
lets-fo mount and file the separate poems.
